TOBACCO ACREAGE 


WILL BE LARGER 


From 15 to 25 Per Cent. More Than 


Last Year—Some 1 rouble About 


1 
Young Plants. 


The seed beds for another tobacco 


crop haye now been sown but the 
weather conditions have not been 
favorable for the germination of the 
seed. 
The increased number of can- 


vas covered beds to be seen through- 
out the tobacco growing sections of 
the state, indicate that the acreage de- 
voted to the cultivation of the plant 
wiir be 
• very 
materially extended 


again thi^ year. 
Last season's acre- 


age was the largest ever planted in 
Wisconsin, but many new sections 
will be opened up this year that will 
enlarge the area from 15 to 25 per 
cent., giving a crop of 40,000 
acres 


or such a matter. 
Much of course 


will depend upon securing plants suf- 
ficient, in abundance and of proper 
size, six weeks hence when the. crop 
will be transplanted from the beds 
to the fields. The cold, dry weather 
has been very much against securing 
a good stand of early plants, while 
the hard frosts a couple of weeks ago, 
it is feared, killed the tiny sprouts 
on the seeds at that time sown. 


A fraction of last year's crop of a 


few thousand cases yet remains in 
growers' hands unso'd, but for sever- 
al weeks past has been moving out 
quite rapidly.. 
The better lots have 


brought the producer frbm 7 to 
9 


cents per pound 
for assorted leaf 


while much of the storm damaged to- 
bacco suitable for the export market 
has also found a ready sale at from 
4 to 6 cents per pound. 
Generally 


speaking the crop is as well picked 
up as the average season at this date. 


A late transaction among' packers 


is the sale of 1,400 cases put up by 
Shannon and Eckhart at W«!stby, to 
W. S. 
Bri'l for the account 
of 


Kerbs, Wertheim & Schiffer,

York manufacturers. 
Being the first

of the warehouses at the 


packing points are still busy 'hand

weather, making the season for tobac- 
co handling an unusually >ong one. 


The shipments out of storage from 


this market reach a total of about 'fif- 
teen car loads for the,week to all 
points. 
Some 600 cases of cigar leaf 


were exported from New York 
the

Cambridge, Mass., May 2.—Lawyer 


Samuel J. Elder of counsel for the de- 
fense in the trial of Professor Charles 
Eastman to-day caused a profound sen- 
sation. It came about in a quiet and 
unexpected way that added greatly to 
the astonishment of the prosecution. 
Professor Wood, the famous chemical 
analyst, had laboriously gone through 
a mass of detail to demonstrate that 
tin in the lead. 
Then Dr. Willim N. 


and claimed to be the one that killed 
Grogan came from a center fire cart- 
ridge, Professor Wood determining this 
fact by the finding of a sMght alloy of 
the bullet produced by the prosecution 
.Whitney, director of the anatomical 
museum of Harvard, identified some of 
the lead dust made by the saw that was 
used at the autopsy and taken from 
Grogan's body on Jan. .2. 
This lead 


Iflust came from a center-fire bullet, 
this fact being found by chemical an- 
alysis. 


Artmlaslon Causes Shock. 


Next was called James W. Clark of 


Springfield, Mass., a firearms expert. 
Attorney General Knowlton started in 
to prove by a long and intricate series 
of questions that the bullet produced is 
a center-fire bullet, and he had spent 
half an hour in this endeavor when Mr. 
Elder interrupted the proceedings by 
quietly remarking: 
"Perhaps we can 


relieve the attorney general of some 
trouble. We agree that the bullet pro- 
'dnced by Inspector Murray is a center- 
fire bullet. 
We also agree that this 


bullet is rifled as a center-fire barrel 
.would rifle it." For a few minutes peo- 
ple in the courtroom, including the 
prosecuting lawyers, did not realize the 
entire meaning of this admission by 
the defense, and looked amazed. Then 
Mr.. Elder's exact phraseology dawned1 
upon them, and it was roted that he 
had said "the bullet produced by In- 
spector Murray." . 


It is more apparent than ever now 


that the defense will vigorously attack 
the genuineness of the bullet the pros- 
ecution has spent so many hours in 
getting properly before' the jury and 
make that attack its main line of de- 
fense. Its contention will probably be 
that the original rim-fire bullet, taken 
from Grogan's body has been carried 
about the 
country so much, been 


handled by so many persons having 
Blight interest, in this case and sub- 
jected to so many tests and examin- 
ations, as well as used as a model to 
make other similar looking bullets, 
that there has been abundant oppor- 
tunity for either willful or accidental 
•ubstitution. 
The defense will con- 


'.tinue to pin its defense on the asser- 
tion of Eastman that 'Grogan was 
killed by the old-fashioned rim-fire re- 
volver, and not a modern center-fire 
.weapon.
